NATURE has fitttd the variou- 
kinds of birds with beaks lo 
suil thrir size and shape, hafailat. 
and way of living. 

The small, iaiFcl^fecdiiig bird*, 
far instance, have beaks like deli- 
caw twccixn with whk.h to lif- 
their prey from leaves. 

In contrast, mast parrots h;iM- 
"nutcracker" types of beaks, whilr 
the ducks have broad. flatteiie<i 
bills to filler off tlic minute animj! 
life ijf the water or pond-bottran. 

The iwamp -hen's beak is a 
hta^-y structure (see picture rm 
^jagc 35), whieh cjji tear strips ofT 
floating vegetation to make a meal. 

These arc only a few of the 
dozens of bcak-typei. 

In evolving them, nature ha.^ 
considered the fart tliat some kintJ^ 
of hi rets ipend aimnst all I heir 
time in the air, v^hile others livr 
amoriR leaves and branche^s, <ir in 
the trimks of trees, or on thr 
forest Hoor; others still belong to 
the swamps, plains, or beaches. 

Not only the beak, but every- 
thing; about the bird is suited lo 
its way of lile. .\ft example is the 
long legs of wading birds.
